It was impossible last night to as- 
certain where Cahen encountered the 
robbers, but the indications are that 
he was held up on Grand avenue, be- 
tween Second and Third streets, and 
struck so hard on the head that he be- 
came dazed and helpless. In this con- 
dition he was dragged into the vacant 
lot, a space nearly two acres in area, 
at the back of the Hotel Ems, which 
fronts on Olive street. There he was 
pounded to death with a sandbag oF 
padded gas pipe, and robbed. 
Cahen, who was between 25 and 30 
years old, lived with his father, 8. Ca- 
hen, and his uncle at the Perciva! 
apartments. The family is wealthy 
and has been traveling extensively. 
Cahen was not employed anywhere, 
but was enjoying himself in Los An- 
geles, which the family practically | 
made its home. :

Jones, by this time, had donned 
enough clothes to enable him to go 
out, and he ran after the men, even | 
before they had left the side of their 
victim. They saw him coming and ran 
away to Grand avenue, turning north 
so as to obtain the shelter of the cor- 
ner of a tall apartment-house that 
flanks the vacant lot. Owing to the 
fact that the lot slopes rapidly down 
from Grand avenue, and that the dy- 
ing man lay in the darkness, Jones 
was unable to shoot, fearing that he 
might strike the man he sought to 
help. 

When the robbers gained the line of 
light on Grand avenue, however, he 
hae a fairly good view of them for a 
brief moment, and he told the officers 
they were threg in number, one of 
them an unusually tall and strong man, 


while the other two were much 
smaller.

Much excitement was created in lo- 
cal Central American circles when it 
became known that the Hornet had 
coaled, provisioned, signed a crew and 
would make an effort to leave for Cen- 
tral America. 
Statements are made in local news- 
papers that the Hornet will lead in an 
attack which revolutionists are alleged 
to be planning against the little re- 
public of Honduras, with a view to 
overthrowing the Davila government, 
but Manuel Bonilla, the former Presi- 
dent of Honduras, and his right-hand 
man, Gen. Lee Christmas, an Ameri- 
can soldier of fortune, deny they have 
any connection with the Hornet. Bo- 
nilla and Christmas met with failure 
when they headed an expedition 
against Davila last July. They are 
now in this city, and the Davila sym- 
pathizers attribute to them the fitting 
out of the Hornet. 
One of the rumors current today was 
that the Hornet would be turned over 
to Mexican revolutionists, President 
Davila of Honduras having made ex- 
tensive preparations to meet the threat- 
ened attack. 
TRADE, SAYS CAPTAIN. 
Capt. Johnson of the vessel says the 
Hornet will be used in the Central 
American trade. Officers from the 
United States Marshal's office have 
been keeping a Watch on the Hornet, 
but apparently have found nothing to 
indicate a fillbustering expedition. 
The Hornet was formerly the private 
yacht of Henry M. Flagler, and was 
purchased by the government during 
the Spanish War, and converted into a 
gunboat.

WHITTIER (Cal,) Dec. 19.—Mystery 
surrounds the case of Mrs. Park R.

WE SLEEP 
OUT OF DOORS? 


The writer has during the present 
week put this question to eight rep- 
resentative physicians In view o. 


Open-air treatment of tuberculosis, 
and of the general awakening of in- 
terest in the health-giving virtue’ of 
frech air, the question is one of uni- 
versal interest and importance. 

The first two physicians questioned 
are affiliated in practice, sharing the 
same offices; yet their answers were 
not at all fn harmony. One of these 
* said that he sleeps on his 

k porch every night and intends to 
sleep there until he dies. He has a 
porch Duilt for the pu and he 
covers himself with the usual winter 
covering plus & lap robe. He thinks 
nothing of taking a hot bath during 
freezing weather, and then sauntering 
Out to & ln pajamas. He said that 
he believes in sleeping out of doors, be- 
cause animals do; and when asked if 
he were an animal, he replied that he 
Was not a vegetable. He said further 
that he had tested the air in a well- 
ventilated bedroom and on the outside 
and that he found the air in the bed- 
room six times as rich in carbon di-
